The Japanese Salvation Army 
Building Redress Committee is 
demanding a return of the build- 
ing to the Japanese community， 
They currently are conducting 
negotiation sessions with the Sal- 
vation Army. 

CENTER 

The Japanese division of the 
Salvation Army，stationed in 
Nihon machi， originally bought 
five buildings in 1925 and con- 
verted them into a social wel- 
fare center for the Japanese com- 
munity， 

After the center was condemned 
five years later，a sympathetic 
Japanese division officer gathered 
community Support to raise funds 
for a new center. The new build- 
ing was finished in 1937 on the site 
of the old building. 

When the Japanese Americans 
were put into internment camps in 
1942，the Salvation Army con- 
verted the building into a train- 
ing school for their cadets. 了 ven 
after the release of the Japanese in 
1945，the Salvation Army con- 
tinued to _ use the building as a 
training school. 

“ During (the internment)，，， 
the corner buildqing was to be kept 
in trust by the Salvation Army 
organization for the Japanese 
community，and the understand- 
ing was that upon the return of 
the evacuees, the building would 
revert to _ its _ original purpose 一 
that of serving the Japanese 
community,，said David Asano in 
a Redress Committee statement， 

SHORTACE 

“With increasing number of 
evacliees returning to San Fran- 
cisco, the housing shortage among 
Japanese became critical,” said 
Shichin-asuke Asano， 

“The returning evacuees， es- 
pecially Issei，were cut off from 
employment opportunities，They 
had to be close to Nihonmachi. 
The Salvation Army building was 
ideally situated . 

“A delegation led by Rev. 天 aw- 
amorita pleaded with the Salva- 
tion Army, relating how much the 
Japanese were suffering and in 
need of a place to stay，The 
Salvation Army refused, They said 
that the building was being used 
as training duarters for their cad- 
ets,， said Asano， 

“They were very stubborn. They 
considered only their own needs.” 

When the Salvation Army an- 
nounced the intended sale of the 
building last year， community 
residents protested and demanded 
that the buildqing be returned to 
community use.， 


The Redress Committee has 
demanded that the Salvation Ar- 
my stop the sale of the building; 
free access of records about the 
building purchase; make an open 
apology to the _ community for 
denial of the building's use，and 
return the building to Nihon- 
machi. 

The Salvation Army has called 
the whole affair a “misunder- 
standing,.”Said Richard 正 , Holz，

“America in the World“ Lecture 
Series at the Culture Center

SAN FRANCISCO 一 “America 
in the World” is the title of four 
Biecentennial Lectures sponsored 
by the World Affairs Council of 
Northern California in its Ameri- 
can Issues Forum series, Their first 
lecturer，Norman A. CGraebner， 
spoke March 18 on “America，a 
Power in _ the World,”before an 
attentive audience at the Chinese 
Culture Center auditorium , 

Being a writer，researcher and 
teacher of modern American his- 
tory，Graebner briefly sketched 
the history of American foreign 
policy in the 20th century，He 
explained America's tradition of 
non-involvement based upon lim- 
ited diplomacy and the luxury of 
having two oceans protect Amer- 
ica from outside interference. 
With World Wars I and II， 
however，America almost went 
the opposite direction: she made 
impossible commitments to Pro- 
tect and maintain the status quo， 
meaning restoring VVestern 了 uro- 
pean economic and political via- 
bility. In achieving this，America 
Sought to check other possible 
Power rivals，Pparticularly those 
not conforming to“western demo-

Korea，Cuba and Vietnam ex- 
posed and expended Americas 
mijlitary might，said Graebner. 
America was certain no country 
would defy her wil; therefore， 
she was perplexed at her inability 
to win in Indochina. With Amer:- 
ica's defeat came the collapse of 
American foreign policy，and 
what that policy assumed abonut 
world powers，According to 
Craebner，that collapse demon- 
strated:; (1]) that military Power 
alone was not enough to “win,” 
and (2) that threat of force was 
not necessariljy a deterrent to 
prevent conflict or war. Instead of 
guarding American interests and 
“defending freedom”world-wide， 
said Graebner，America needs to 
make specific commitments of a 
realistic nature，implying that a 
new kind of diplomacy is needed. 

How can we as Americans 
understand better the actions and 
consequences of our govern- 
ment s foreign policy? Craebner 
Said that we might begin by asking 
orselves several questions: Why 
has the U.S$. failed in its“military 
power politics” in Indochina and 
elsewherep Why has the U.S. 
emphasized its _ security only in 
bolstering _ Western Europe and 
downplaying other areas like Asia 
and Africap Why has Americas 
political ideology not worked to 
her best self-interest in dealing 
with other “non-democratic na- - 
tionsP” How do other countries 
view American foreign policy: our 
strengths and weaknesses? Such 
questioning may bring America 
into a IOore reajlistic and effective 
foreign policy stance,

Taiwan U. Program Treats 
Sterile Cows with Acupuncture 


TAIPEI 一 Recently，three staff 
veterinarians of the National Tai- 
wan University used acupuncture 
to treat cowWs Which for one reason 
or another are sterile，Their re- 
Search program，it is believed， 
could open a new vista for acu- 
puncture practice in animal hus- 
bandry， 

The program was conducted by 
Feng Han-peng of the National 
Taiwan University Veterinary 
Hospital and two others，Nine 
cows，including six with cystic 
ovaries and three which failedq to 
come in heat 一 the period when 
conception is almost certain 一 
were chosen for the experiment. 

With the help of instruments， 
the researchers decided on two 
acupuncture points near the ova- 
ries，on both sidqes of the cows' 
Spinal columns， (An acupuncture 
point 这 where the experts say 
needles deliver the maximum 
stimulus effects)，The veterinar- 
ians called the points“Yung Chi 
Hseueh.” 下 ach cow was Dunc- 
tured one to four times at the 
points with electrified mneedles. 
Two cows were released from the 
experiment for non-medical rea- 
Sons,. All of the remaining are now 
Pregnant， 


CYSTS 
Two of the cows which had 
failed to come into heat for over 
one year showed signs of the ap- 
Proaching period within 19 days 
after the first treatment， The re- 
Iaining five，all suffering from 
ovarian cysts，had received hor- 
mone injections two or three times 
without success, The ovarian cysts 
of four of the cows disappeared 
following the first _ acupuncture 
treatments， The first signs of the 
approaching fertile period were 
found around thbe tenth day after 
the treatment.

Taiwan's milk cows are raised on 
small farms and given hay- and 
concentrated feed. This has con- 
tributed to the comparatively high 
number of cows on the island suf- 
fering from ovarian cysts.” 

Such cows have long been treat- 
ed with hormone injections，but 
the cure rate has been no higher 
than 70 percent. And，according 
to Feng，the hormone treatment 
also has the qisadvantage of form- 
ing “anti-hormones,”so that dif- 
ferent kinds of hormones must be 
used in subsequent shots. 

The _ acupuncture experiments 
with cows so far indicate over 90 
Per cent effectiveness. But the re- 
searchers are cautious about mak- 
ing far-out predictions, They point 
out that the scale of the first ex- 
periment was small，and that the 
program is not yet completed 

One thing appears ， certain. 
Acupuncture can be effective in 
Testoring the heat cycle of cows， 
and perhaps other animals as well. 

How does acupuncture cure? 

The ancients said the needles 
regulate the flow of Ch'i，the in- 
visible life force，and correct any 
imbalance affecting the vital or- 
gamns.

Wong (Yuen-ching Wong)，a resi- 
dent of Chinatown for 69 years 
Passed away March 15.
